Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action 
can be found in a prior Office action. 

Claims 1-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Teramoto et al. (US publication 2003/0059991) in combination with Yamazaki (US 
publication 2004/0201874), fujimura (US publication 2005/014119), Takaoka et 
al. (US patent 4,584,025), and Yamanaka (US publication 2003/0148565).
